Chicago, July 28.—Plans for a om- 
plete shutdown of refineries in the 
mid-continent oil fields during Au­ 
gust were unanimously approved by 
representatives of 25 of the largest 
producing companies in the terri­ 
tory, VMeting here at the «all of the 
Western Petroleum Refiners associ­ 
ation, the American Oil Men’s asso­ 
ciation, and the National Petroleum 
l^ k e te rs association.

Tile refinery capacity of the ter­ 
ritory is approximately 760,000 bar­ 
rels of crude daily, a large portion of 
which has been inoperative for many 
weeks because of. the endless flood 
of California crude into tha normal 
márketa ^ of the Mid-continent pro­ 
ducers. 
The net result of the proposed ac­ 
tion, according 
a leading atatin- 
tieian of tha industry, would ba a re­ 
duction in refinery output ot ap- 
proximataly 60,000 barrels daily dur­ 
ing August as compared with runs- 
in the last half of July when the 
optput averaged about 300,000 bar­ 
rels a day.

History of North Dakota’s Prominent Men, Published in 1910,

and Company, of which he was the head. 
He was found by G. A. Hassell, store manager, who had 
preceded Mr. Lucas to Chicago, also on a trip to buy fall 
goods.

He passed away during the 
night, the cause of his death not being yet offlcially known.

in Kansas. In 1018 black chaff caus­ 
ed losses ranginK up to 50 percent in 
South D.tkota and 
Montana.

is widespread, but fortunately is con­ 
fined to individual fields and has no 
where near reached the magnitude of 
the black stem rust of wheat infec­ 
tion.

Tho 
disease is easily confused with black 
stem rust, and has somewhat of the 
same effect, in th at shrivelled, light­ 
weight "fcgrnels are produced by in- 
fectcil illMlfs. Heads are also dwarf­ 
ed.

‘T ounties from which specimens 
of diseased plants have been secured 
include Cass, Richland, Wells. 
Mc­ 
Henry,

Williams,

Morton and .McKenzie, and it is pro­ 
bable that the disease is present in 
every county of the state this year. 
Marquis and Kota wheats seem to be 
very susceptible to attacks, also some 
of the durums, including Kubanka.

Fargo, N. D., July 28.—Due to low 
m arket prices, farm ers who havo 
short crops should figure out before 
hand w hether the yield will pay the 
cost of harvesting and threshing, is 
the opinion of Rex E. W illard, farm 
economist nt the North Dakota Agri­ 
cultural college, who declares th at 
under average conditions tfie North 
Dakota farm er cannot afford to har­ 
vest and thresh an eight-bushel crop 
of rye, and th at a five bushel'crpp of 
whieat will leave a very scant margin 
above cost of harvest and threshing. 
“No specific rules can be m d down 
to be generally followed in determin­ 
ing w hether 9 crop will pay to har­ 
vest,” Mr. W illard declares, "due to 
varying conditions in different local­ 
ities and among farm s in the same 
locality.

Fargo, N. D., July 28.—Due to low 


market prices, farmers who have 
short crops should figure out before 
haad whethetthe yield will pay the 
cost of harvesting and threshing, is 
the opinion of Bex E. Willard, farm, 
economist at the North Dakota Agri- 
cultural college, who declares that 
under average conditions the North 
Dakota farmer cannot afford to har- 
vest and thresh an eight-bushel crop 
of rye, arid that a five-busheVcrpp of 
wheat will leave a very scant margin 
above cost of .harvest and threshing.
